perhaps the biggest market Bruno Frank has yet achieved. It is a story of a mother and 
a daughter, - Recha, Polish Jewess, whose sanity isshaken by pogroms in her early 
youth, and who is broughtback to some measure of happiness in a brief and glorious 
union with a young Viennese officer; and Elizabeth, posthumous child of their union, 
carrying the burden of her mixed blood in a community where the ghetto is still a fac- 
tor, where poverty outside the ghetto is unforgivable, in a period just before the 

Nazi conquest. The story spans two wars; Elisabeth's father dies, presumably ofa. Cos- 
sack bullet, in one war; her lovely and sad mother, her adored Aunt Chana, and her de- 
voted servant Piotr, in the other war. It is a story not se much of incident as of 
states of mind, points of view. Anti-Semitism runs as a bloody thread through the 
tale, but it is not a story of horror, rather is it a psychological study of changing 
mood, of inner as well as outer conflict, a story of the middle ground, rather than 
the extremes.

Sorry we did not have this sooner. It is not a surely popular Lin Yutang 
item, but probably one of the most important books he has done, a book written in an- 
ger and sorrow and disillusionment, a book in which he comes to the conclusion that 
"with our way of thinking, we cannot create or devise a world peace". With Orfental 
resignation he accepts the inevitable. If enough people were to read his book and do 
something about it, his presumptions might be qualified. Some of our attitudes might 
“suffer a sea change". Some of our idols might reveal their feet of clay. Some of 
our shame might be wiped away by the very change of attitude he feels necessary. This 
is a book that makes one wonder if the war will be bitter enough or last long enough 
for these changes to come, for us to abandon, as an Anglo-American front, our Anglo- 
American imperialistic viewpoint about Asia and the Asiatics. Here is no graceful 
philosophy of life such as The Importance of Living, nor ‘pungent clever observations 
like With Love and Irony. It isn’t always easy reading - or easy to take. There is 
a connecting thread which weaves together chapters dealing with various aspects of 
our warped thinking. There is a particularly challenging section on the Culbertson 
plan, which he feels cannot solve tomorrow's problem, but which he fears may be symp-— 
t omatic of today's thinking.

She hates the Croats almost more 
bitterly than she hates the Germans - and takes no middle ground as to their deserved 
fate. Where Rebecca West's Black Lamb and Grey Falcon was a background picture and 
history of the Yugoslavs, Ruth Mitchell's book is definitely the picture of Yugosalv 
at war, with only brief and revealing searchlight on those aspects of the past that 
throw light on why they fight and how. Racial, political, economic, psychological 
factors are studied. But hers is a book closer to the people, where Rebecca West 
seemed to be on the fringe of the intellectuals and the officials, not the peasants 
and the working classes. Ruth Mitchell spent many months in jail, both in Jugoslavia 
and in Germany; but this is not only a picture of her own horrible experiences, but 
the stories of her fellow prisoners, with what light that throws on conditions there 
after the occupation.

It is a detailed history of the Greek struggle against 
Italy and Germany ~ the miracle by which a tiny nation, inadequately armed and equip- 
ped and with virtually no aid from her allies, held back the Fascist and Nazi forces 
long enough to give the British a chance to prepare themselves for the long struggle 
in the Near East and North Africa theatres of war.
